The students later marched 
in a non-violent fashion to city 
hall. 

Together with their lawyer, 
Mr. Harry Lore, they 
petitioned Judge Takiff to 
block the Board from closing 
the school. They also 
petitioned City Council to 
intervene in their behalf. and 
were successful. 

Although teachers and 
students were shut out, and 
clerical workers had been laid 
off without unemployment 
compensation, despite the 
administration’s promise last 
winter that they would provide 
it. The administration was still 
drawing a salary. 

Why the strike? The main 
issue was work. In an earlier 
committee of Jan. 1971 the 
Board agreed to 24 credit hours 
per semester for all faculty 


beginning in the fall. During ` 


the summer they refused to 
make the arrangements for 
this, and then refused to abide 
by their commitment. The 
faculty agreed to go back to 
work under the old contract 
minus the work load 


Stipulation, and submit to 


binding arbitration, but the 
Board refused which resulted 
in keeping the school closed. 
Why did the Board refuse? Is 
the college broke? Why won’t 
the Board open their budget to 
the public view, as legally 
obligated? We cannot take 
their word for it. They must 
have something to hide. In the 
budget they list $250,000 in 
interest but fail to list the 
principal: What amount of 
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money can draw $250,000 
interest? I would hate to 
venture a guess. 

Community runs on taxes, 
state and city plus tuition, each 
paying 1/3. The Board’s 
negotiator has even admitted 
at the negotiation sessions that 
the cost of theunion’s offer was 
not the issue. 

C.C.P. has plenty of money 
for the administrators. It has 
the highest percentage of 
administration per faculty 
member of any college in the 
state. 

The administration has also 
cut the library back 8%, and 
put the money in the 
administrations budget. Is this 
a business or is this an institute 
of learning? Did you know 
about Dr. Bonnel’s private 
bathroom?

Bonnell’s salary is around 
$45,000 of our taxes, and 
tuition. If they were so hard 
pressed for cash, they could 
sell Bonnell’s private leased 
car (provided FREE by the 
school) and make him ride the 
subway like the rest of the 


people. 


C.C.P. was set up to send 
primarily working class youth 
into low paying, dead end jobs, 
such as computer operator or 
library technician. At the time, 


business and industries of the 
area wanted such cheap 


trained labor and didn’t want — 


to pay to train them. 

They preferred for tax 
payers and students to foot the 
bill. It’s called socialization of 
labor costs making working 
people pay 
capitalism. 

The Community grads were 
to get jobs doing clerical and 
other work, which the more 
highly paid ‘‘professionals’’ 
could avoid. These training 
programs were purposely 
terminal. Credits could not be 
transferred to.4 year colleges. 
This meant they would not 
threaten the jobs of the 


professionals or other college © 


grads. 

So it went, the fortunes of 
C.C.P. would depend on the 
need of business for cheap 
labor. But the programs didn’t 
attract students. There was a 
promise of a great future, but 
the programs trained students 
for no jobs at all. Students got 


hip and preferred to take - 


courses whose credits could be 
transferred to other schools 


for the remaining 2 years of 
college. The administration 


tried to block this but failed.

The big offensive gun for 
CCP, 6’2 Vince DeLuca, 
returns. Vince was a second 
team All-Catholic player at 
Bishop Neumann and last year, 
as a freshman, was second 
team EPCCAC as a forward.

Soccer & X-Country 
Innocent Victims 
In Strike

The strike played havoc with 
the two fall sports seasons at 
Community, Soccer and Cross 
Country. 

Both seasons had to be 
cancelled. 

It has been learned that the 
college, in the person of 
Athletic Director Jim Burton, 
tried to get permission to play 
at least’ five games but this 
was denied by the league. 

‘‘The big thing was 
eligibility,” Burton said. We 
wanted to play at least five 
soccer games — but we didn’t 
want the kids’ eligibility used 
up.” 

By that Burton meant the 
league wanted to take away a 
whole semester of the player’s 
total alloted playing time for 
four years in college. If a kid 
wanted to play the five games, 
he would risk a possible career 
at a four-year institution. 

‘‘How many of our kids 
become superstars in cross- 
country or track,’’ Burton 
asked. We think they should 
become eligible for those five 
games without losing a whole 
semester.” 

One player, who asked not to 
be named, said, ‘‘Have you 
ever heard of a college striking 
before? “What is this, a high 
school? Something’s wrong — I 
don’t know — either it’s the 
faculty for striking or the 
trustees for ending it too late. 

“The thing I think the guys 
are upset about is the fact that 
this college had the best 
faculty contract in the state — 
and they still go out. 

‘Why couldn’t they (the 
faculty) bargain without a 
strike? I think there are a lot of 
bitter students walking 
around, bitter at both the 
trustees and the faculty. I 
wonder where the 200,000 to 
300,000 dollars in the ‘secret 
fund’ was supposed to be for?” 

He ‘feels a lot of questions 
still have yet to be answered. 

“I spent part of the summer 
getting in shape for the season 
— for what? It was all a 
waste.” 

And the five games he could 
have played, to salvage the 
season in part, even those five 
games were denied. 

It was a classic example of 


an innocent victim in this 
strike. 
There are- many, many 
more. 


JACKIE ROBINSON 
DEAD

Jackie Robinson, grandson of. 
a slave, and the son of a 
Georgia share cropper, is 
gone.
